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Printed Gitalogue Girds for Children's Books 

An Annotincement of Interest to Other Libraries 

In accordance with the statement made by Mr Brett of the Cleve- 
land Public Library at the session of the Children's Librarians* Section 
of the American "Library Association at the Magnolia meeting in June 
1902, the Cleveland Public Library and the Carnegie Library of Pitts- 
burgh are now ready to begin the printing of cards for a selected list of 
children's books. 

It having been suggested that other libraries may be glad of the 
opportunity to secure sets of these cards at cost the following offer is 
made, conditioned upon the receipt of fifty subscriptions. If less than fifty 
subscriptions are received, no cards will be printed for sale. 

Subscriptions will be taken only for the cards 'for the entire list of 
1053 titles which follows this announcement. Subscription blanks will 
be forwarded on application. The number of cards per title will prob- 
ably average seven, and the price will be one cent a card, postpaid. The 
cards for the entire list will therefore cost about $70. These cards will 
be forwarded by mail as fast as enough are printed to make a conven- 
ient package for sending. A deposit of $25 must be forwarded with each 
subscription. When the price of the cards delivered equals this amount, 
another deposit will be required. A record will be sent with each pack- 
age of cards showing the number already delivered and the number 
which the package should contain. 

With the exception of the juvenile fiction, which is not yet finished, 
the juvenile collection in the Cleveland Public Library has been very 
fully catalogued within the past two years. Considerable study had 
been given to the question of simplified subject headings for some time 
preparatory to beginning the work and notes taken of subjects as asked 
for by the children. 

Library school rules are followed as to form. Subject fullness of 
names is given and no imprint except the copyright date. A. L. A. sub- 
ject headings are used except where it has seemed wise to simplify.

qualities — boasting, bravery, honesty, honor, etc. The fiction subject 
headings will include country headings, historical events, school stories, ^ , 
adventures, Indians, sea stories and others. vA,^ 
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The aim has been to bring out all material which may be of service 
to children or teachers, and analyticals have therefore been made very 
freely.

L. B. standard library card stock of the weight designated r will be 
used. The size will be the L. B. 33 standard, approximately 3x5 inches. 
If any subscribers use the L. B. 32 standard card, they will find plenty 
of margin at the bottom to cut and re-punch, thus reducing these cards 
from 33 to 32 size. We cannot undertake to supply the cards ourselves 
in anything but the 33 size. 

It will be observed that sufficient margin is left at the top of the 
card for the call number to be inserted either at the right or ^he left, as 
the subscriber prefers. 

No cross references for subjects will be printed on cards, but each 
subscriber will be furnished with a list of simplified subject headings, 
prepared by Miss Ames of the Cleveland Public Library, from which 
the necessary See and See also references can be made to suit the books 
owned by each individual library. 

Subscriptions should be received in Pittsburgh not later than April 
I, 1903. After printing has been begun orders cannot be filled for back 
cards, as no extra sets will be printed. Those who send orders later 
than April ist will therefore receive only such cards as are printed after 
the receipt of the order.
